In a few days, under the inspiring 
spirit and affectionate nursing of his 
host, Colonel Kane was sufficiently 
recovered to carry out his design of 
proceeding to the head quarters of the 
army (Fort Bridger, then called Camp 
Scott). 

Gov. Yourg’s policy had changed 
in nought, excepting in that whieh 
was consistent with the improved situa. 
tion. The Mormons would receive 
their new Governor loyally, bat would 
not have him accempanied by an 
army into their capital; neither would 
they allow an army to be quartered 
in any of their cities. The agent of 
the administration could ask no more 
nor desire more. It was the basis of 
a fair compromise, which would give 
to President Buchanan a plausible 
out-come, and at the same time main- 
tain the Mormon dignity. . 

The visit of Colonel . to Camp 
Scott was attended with a chain of 
circumstances that give to the narra- 
tion of it a decidedly dramatic cast. 
At the worst season of the year, in 
delicate health, he made bis way 
_ through the almost impassable snows 
of the mountains, a distance of 113 
miles. Arrived, on the 10th of March, 
in the vicinity of the army outposts, 
he insisted, out of consideration for 
the safety of his friendly escort, on 
entering the lines unaccompanied. 
Reaching the nearest picket post, an 
over zealous sentry challenged him, 
and at the same time fired at him. In 
return, the Colonel broke the stock of 
his rifle ever the sentry’s heud. The 
post being now full aroused and greatly 
excited, Col. Kane, with characteristic 
politeness as well as diplomacy, re- 
quested to be conducted to the tent 
of Gov. Oumming. The Governor 
received him cordially. 

The Colonel’s diplomacy in seeking 
the Governer, instead of Gen. John- 
aton, is evident. His business was not

Affecting to treat Col. Mane as a 
spy, an orderly was sent to arrest him. 
It was afterwards converted into a 
blundering execution of the General’s 
invitation to him to dine at head- 
quarters. The blunder was no doubt 
an intentional one. Col. Kane replied 
by sending a formal challenge to Gen. 
Johnston. 

Governor Cumming could do nothing 
less than espouse the cause of the 
ambassador, who was there in the 
execution of a mission entrusted to 
him by the President of the United 
States. The affair of honor also touched 
himself. He resented it with great 
spirit, extending his official protection 
to his guest, and from that moment 
there was an impassable breach be- 
tween the executive and the military 


chief. The duel, however, was pre- 
vented by the interference of Chief 
Justice kels, who threatened to 


arrest all concerned in it if it pro- 
ceeded further. 

The conduct of General Johnston 
was looked upon by the Mormon 
leader as very like a bit of providential 
diplomacy interposed in behalf of his 
people. With the Governor and the 
commander of the army at swords’ 
points, the issues of the ‘‘ war” were 

ractically in the hands of Brigham 

eung. From that moment he knew 
that he was master of the situation; 
and the extraordinary moves that he 
made thereupon, culminating with the 
second exodus, show what a consum- 
mate strategist he is, and how com- 
plex are his methods of mastering 
men. He was now not only in com- 
mand of his own people, who at the 
lifting of his finger would move with 
him to the ends of the earth, but sub- 
stantially dictator both to the Gov- 
ernor and the army. Johuston could

was hedged about by the new 
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policy of the President, while this 
ahaping of affairs converted the Mor- 
mon militia, then under arms, into the 
~Governor’s posse commitatus, instead 
ef the regular troops. 
The mission of Col. Kane te the 
seat of war was to induce the Governor 
to trust himself through the Mormon 
lines, under a Mormon escort of honor 
that would be furnishad at the proper 
int, and to enter immediately upon 
Fis gubernatorial duties. The officers 
remonstrated with the Governor 
against going to the city without the 
army, predicting that the Mormons 
would poison him, or put him out of 
the way by some other wicked inge- 
nuity; but the camp was now no 
longer the place for him, and with a 
high temper and a humane spirit, he 
trusted himself to the guidance of Col. 
Lane. 
The Governor left Camp Scott on 
the 5th of March, en route for Salt 


Lake City, accompanied by Col. Kane 


and two servants. As soon as he had 

ed the Federal lines, he was met 
yan escort of the Utah militia, and 
welcomed as Governor of the Territory 
with military honors. 

On the 12th of April they entered 
Salt Lake City in good health and 
spirits, escorted by the Mayor, marshal 


and aldermen, and many other dis- 


ingulshed citizens. 
rrived at the residence of Elder 
Staines, Governor Young promptly 
and frankly called upon his successor 
at the earliest possible moment; and 
they were introduced to each other by 
‘Col. Kane. 

„Governor Cumming, I am glad to 
meet you!” observed * with 
unostentatious dignity, and that quiet 
heartiness peculiar to him. 

„Governor Young, I am 18 
meet you, sir!“ responded His Ex- 
-eellency warmly, at once impressed by 
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the presence and spirit of the remark- 
able man before him. 

„Well, Governor,” said Elder 
Staines, after the interview was ended, 
hat do you think of President 


Young? Does he ap to you a 
tyrant, as represented 
No, sir. No tyrant ever had a 


head on his shoulders like Mr. Young. 
He is naturally a very good man. I 
doubt whether many of your people 
appreciate him as a leader.” 

The brethren were apprised of the 
fact that the officers at Camp Scott 
had warned the Governor that the 
Mormons would poison him, so it was 
contrived that Elder Staines and 
Howard Egan should eat at the same 
table with him, and partake of the 
same food. Of course he understood 
the delicate assurance that death was 
not in the pot.” 

Three days after bis entrance into 
tLe city, Governor Cumming officially 
notified General Johnston that he had 
been properly recognized by the peo- 

le; that he was in full discharge of 

is office, and that he did not require 
the presence of troops. 

On his part, ex-Governor Young set 
the public example, and on the Sun- 
day following introduced him to a 
large assembly as the Governor ef 
Utah. | 

Thus successfully ended the mission 
of Col. Kane, who shortly thereafter 
returned to 
person to the President. Journeyi 
by the overland route, a body-gu 
of Mormon scouts accompanied him to 
the Missouri River. It is no more 
than simple justice to here testify of 
him, that a more gentle and noble 
man is rarely to be found, and for his 
disinterested kindness toward the 
Mormon people they will ever hold 
his name in honorable and affectionate 
remembrance.

THE GREEN FLAG OF THE PROPHET. 


Since the commencement of the war 
‘between Russia and Turkey, the world 
has several times been startled by the 
announcement that the Flag of the 
Prophet” was about te be anfurled in 


the streets of Stamboul. Such an 
event, if it should happen (which may 
heaven avert,) would proclaim a ora- 
sade in which all true Mussulmans 
would he bound to take an active part, 


Washington, to report in 
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and te fight against Christianity in 
every — the world. They may be 
in India, Arabia, Egypt, or wherever 
else their scattered race has found a 
home ; the rising of the green stand- 
ard is a call which none may disobey 
witbout, as the Koran lays it down, 
sacrificing all his hopes of Paradise. 

This fearful ap to all the worst 

ions of the Eastern races hangs 
ike a menace over the Mohammedan 
world ; and if the word was once ut- 
tered and the dread flag unfurled, 
there is no telling to what sanguinary 
excesses it might lead an enthusiastic 
and half-savage people. It may be 
of interest to our readers if, under 
these circumstances, we endeavor to 
make them acquainted with the origin 
and history of a banner which has not 
seen the light of day since the Empress 
Catherine of Russia attempted to re- 
instate Christianity in the City of the 
Sultans, and which once unfurled, 
would set a whole world ablaze. 

There have been many flags or sig- 
nals used by various nations at dif- 
ferent crises in their history to incite 
the peoples to battle on behalf of re 
ligions, dynasties, and ideas; but 
none has attained te the fearful no- 
toriety which appertains to the terrible 
Flag of the Prephet, which is really 
a banner of blood, for it dispels the 
idea of mercy from the minds and 
hearts of its followers, and gives no 

quarter to man, woman, or child.

valry, mercy, gentleness, and love ; 
but under its olde many a dark deed 
and many a shameless act were com- 
mitted ; and it was understeod by the 
members of the Mohammedan faith 
to mean nothlng less than the utter 
extermination of their race. This 
feeling, with its consequent hatred of 
Christianity, shows itself even at this 
advanced period in the world’s history, 
-by the recent refusal of the Turkish 
vernment to allow its ambulance 
eorps and hospitals to bear the red 
eros of the Geneva Convention (a 
sign which is entirely neutral, and is 
ed. to protect its wearers while 

they are on their errands of 
mercy to the sick and wounded on 
both sides,) adopting instead thereof 
their own emblem ef the crescent.

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Thus we see these rival emblems once 
more waving over the field of battle, 
though, happily, to mitigate rather 
than increase the horrors of war. 

In France the oriflamme“ or gol- 
den sun upon a field of crimson signi- 
fied ‘‘no quarter; but this celebra- 
ted Flag of the ie means infinitely 
more than this. It is a summons to 
an anti-Christian crusade, a challenge 
of every believer in the Prophet to. 
arms ; a war-signal in fact, which, like 
the Fiery Oross of Scctland, would 
flash its dread command through the 
domain of Islam. In the interests of 
bumanity, however, we may hope that 
the ‘‘Commander of the Faithful” 
will never utter the dreadful word ; 
fer then indeed would the whole soul 
and strength of Christendom turn 
against the enemy of all civilized laws, 
human and divine. 

The Prophet himself predicted that 
one day when his followers should 
number a hundred millions—which 
they do now, with twenty millions 
more added to it—his flag should fly 
against the advancing power of the 
northern races ; and the Koran or Mo- 
hammedan Bible says that when its. 
silken folds are flung forth “the: 
earth will shake, the mountains melt 
into dust, the sea blaze up in fire, and: 
the children’s hair grow white with: 
anguish.” This language is of course 
horical ; but it is easy to conceive,

that some such catastrephe might take 
place, as the displaying of this terrible 
symbol would raise a frenzy of fana- 
ticism in the breasts of the Moham- 
race all the globe. 

e of the insignia is a curi- 
ous . azing out upon 
a vast prospect of fields, said: ‘‘ Na- 
ture is green, and green shall be my 
emblem, for it is everlasting and uni- 
versal,” In course of time, however 
‘it lost that innocent significance ; an

saw the Green Flag floating as a sign 
that all true believers should take up 
their arms and march against the In- 
fidel ; in fact the green turban was the 
sacred head-dress of the pilgrim or 
perfect Islamite who had gone tu Mec- 
oa; and hence the sanctity of this for- 
midable standard. 


| When once unfurled, it summons 


|

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all Islam by an adjuration of the 
Koran that the sword is the solitary 
emblem and instrument of faith, in- 
dependence, and patriotism; that 
armies, not priests, make converts; 
and that sharpened steel is the true 
key to heaven or hell.” Upon that 
fearful ensign are inserted the words 
which are supposed to have been writ- 
ten at Mecca itself—namely, ‘ All 
who draw it (the sword) will be re- 
warded with temporal advantages; 
every drop shed of their blood, every 
peril and —— endured by them, 
will be registered on high as more 
meritorious than either fasting or pray- 
ing. If they fall in battle, their sins 
will be at once blotted out, and they 
will be transported to Paradise, there 
to revel in eternal pleasures in the 
arms of black-eyed hbouris. But for 
the first heaven are reserved those of 
the Faithful who die within sight of 
the Green Flag of the Prophet.” Then 
follow the terrible and ail-significant 
words, the fearful war.cry against God 
and man: ‘‘Then may no man give 
or expect mercy !” 

This is the outburst of barbarism 
with which the world is threatened in 
this year of grace 1877 ; and the reader 
cannot do otherwise than mark the 
cunning nature of the portentous words 
inscribed on the Prophet's banner. 
What would not most men do, civilised 
or savage, for temporal advantages ?” 
While to the Eastern peoples fasting 
and praying are looked upon as of so 
meritorious a nature, that to find 
something else which, in the eyes of 
Allah, would be a desideratum which 
none would fail to grasp, by any means 
whatever, if it came within their reach. 
But Mohammed’s wonderful know- 
ledge of human nature, and more 
especially of Eastern human nature, 
is shewn in his picture of Paradise 
as prepared for the Faithful who fall 
in battle; while his declaration that 
the highest heaven in this so-called 
Paradise will be reserved for those who 
die within sight of the Green Flag, is 
a masterpiece of devilish policy un- 
equalled in the annals of mankind. 

It scarcely needed the fearful words 
which follow to add emphasis to this 
dteadful appeal to the passions of a 
semi-barbarous race. Another motto 
on this sacred flag is not without sig

nificance at the present time: The 
gates of Paradise are under the shade 
of swords ;” and this alone would, if 
the flag were unfurled in the holy 
mosque of Constantinople, give to the 
Turk a moral pewer over his subordi- 
nates the effect of which it would be 
vain to calculate. Civilized though 
he partially is, he still firmly believes 
in the old doctrine of kismet or fatality, 
and iu angels fighting on his behalf; 
not less implicitly than did his ances- 
tors at the battle of Beder, where this 
formidable green standard was un- 
furled. There,“ says the historian, 
they elevated the standard, which 
Mobammed from his height in heaven 
blessed.” 

Thus arose the great tradition of 
this sacred war-emblem, which it is a 
Tarkish boast was never yet captured 
in battle, though it was once in ex- 
treme peril in a fight between hill and 
plain; when Mohammed himself had 
it snatched out of his hands. Ali, his 
kinsman, however, thrust himself in 
front of a hundred spears, and won 
the victory with the immaculate flag 
flying over his head. 

It is scarcely to be wondered at that 
a race so superstitious as the Turks 
should attach an almost miraculous 
value to such a symbol of their past 
history and their present power. It 
is a spell wherever their race or reli- 
gion flourishes, and its invodation in 
the serious form now menaced cannot 
be regarded without anxiety. The 
day of the military apostles of Mo- 
hammed may be past, it is true; but 
the tradition survives; and the un- 
furling of this flag might be the spark 
which would set fire to the latent en- 
thusiasm of the Mohammedan race 
and involve the world in a religious 


war. 

We have referred to the great French 
banner, the oriflamme ; and it was that 
which led the French Crusaders 
through the Holy Land and headed 
the royal armies of France in the 
campaigns of the sixteenth century, 
while it also divided the Blue from the 
White in the Burgundian civil wars ; 
but this Flag of the Prophet to day 
exercises a magical influence over one 
hundred and twenty millions of the 
human race, scattered about in Arabia, 
Syria, Asia Minor, Persia, and Egypt, 
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over the Nile and the Ganges, and 
from Jerusalem to the Red Sea. 

The desire ef Mohammed, however, 
was, that while all pilgrims whose task 
had been duly fulfilled should wear the 
green turban, no sovereign in his suc- 
cession should unfurl the Green Flag 
of the Faith unless Islam were in 
imminent peril. The unfurling of the 
banner would be performed with great 
religious ceremony, and in the pre- 
sence of the Commander of the Faith- 
ful, who is bimself supposed to carry 
it at the head of his army; while a 
fearful curse would be called down 
upon the head of every Mohammedan 
who, capable of bearing arms, failed 
to rally round it. 

The standard itself is not a very 
handsome one, and is surpassed both 
in value and appearance by many of 
the banners which belong tothe various 
benefit societies and other mutual as- 
sociations of men in this country. It 
is of green silk, with a large crescent

on the top of the staf, from which is 
suspended a long plume of horse-hair 
(said to have been the tail of the Pro- 
— favorite Arab steed,) while the 

road folds of the flag exhibit the cres- 
cent and the quotations from the Koran. 
already mentioned. 

The state eolour of one of our regi- 
ments of the Guards is a much prettier 
and more expensive standard than the 
great banner of Islam ; but (to such 
small things is man’s enthusiasm at- 
tached) if the latter was the veriest 
„rag“ in existence, nothing could mar 
the beauty which the prestige of more 
than a thousand years has given te it 
in the eyes of a Mussulman. 

The Flag of the Prophet is kept in 
the mosque of St. Sophia at Constan- 
tinople, and is in the custody of the. 
Sheik-ul- Islam, or Mohammedan chief- 
priest, where all well-wishers of hu- 
manity may sincerely trust it will ever 
remain.— 39

In a recent lecture in Edinburgh on “ The Stars,” Prof. Grant said thata 
railway train, traveling day and nigbt fifty miles per hour, would reach the 
moon in six months, the sun in 200 years, and Alpha Centauris, the nearest of 
the fixed stars, in 42,000,000 years; a cannon ball traveling 900 miles per 
hour, in 2,700,000 ; and light, traveling 185,000 miles per second, in three — 
years. Light from some of the telescopic stars takes 5,760 years to reach the 
earth ; from others 500,000 years. These stars, therefore, may have become 
extinct thousands of years ago, though their light comes to our eyes. Alpha 
Lyra is 100,000,000,000 of miles from us, and its magnitude and splendor are 
as twenty to one compared with our sun. The sun is neither greater nor 
smaller than most of the stars. 


Huntine Diary.—Among the discoveries made by Col. 
Rawlinson, in the excavations of Babylon, was Nebuchadnezzar’s hunting diary, 
with notes, and here and there a portrait of his dogs, sketched by himself, 
with his name under it. He mentions in it his having been ill; and while he 
was delirious he thonght he had been ont to graze like the beasts of the field. 
Is not this a wonderful corrobation of Scripture? Rawlinson also found .a pot 
of preserves, in an excellent state, and gave some to Queen Victoria to taste.

From Thomas B. Marsh, who threw away his life for a pint of strippings, to 
the man who, for an “ indiscreet sermon preached on polygamy,” bartered his 
standing among the Saints, we are continually, both in history and by experi- 
ence reminded, that stability is not an element of every character—that men 
will for a cause, or no cause, give up that which would benefit and save, were 
they but faithful to its use; and every kind of excuse is created, fostered, 
delivered, for this want of fealty to that which they have received—tangible 
and intangible, weighty and frivolous, something or nothing, nay less than 
nothing when compared with the advantages gained by ‘‘continuance in well- 
doing.” 

I remember many years ago traveling in a stage coach with a gentleman 
who had been zealous in the ministry, but who by reason of prospective diffi- 
culty and poverty in the early history of the people in Utah, went to California. 
The conversation turned upon ‘‘Mormonism.” The geatleman appealed to 
circumstances, to character, and many other side issues to show how the 
people were deluded or betrayed. 1 said to him, are you trying to convince 
me, or to satisfy yourself? You certainly do not expect to accomplish the 
former, and I car only conclude you are seeking the latter.” This experience 
has been repeated by contact with others many a time since that. Every one 
in this position (there are no exceptions,) aims at self-justification by reference 
to some personal discrepancy and unfaithfulness ; and because of some real (or 
imaginary) violation of consistency or even rizhteousness, sacrifices all the 
merits of a system based upon the Scripturee and recommended by a vast 
amount of experience, probably even the experience of the one who thus 
ridiculously rejects the whole. 

Now, if the personal character of believers is to be the touchstone of truth, 
alas for the Christian religion, for Judas betrayed his Lord, Peter with oaths 
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denied his Master, and because of certain teachings given by Jesus we are told, 
‘From that time many of his disciples went back and walked no more with 
him” (John vi, 66), and the ‘‘ devils also believe and tremble ;” but the fact is, 
when a man grieves or loses the Spirit, he is in a condition to carp at anything, 
it may be as mentioned, or it may be at principle. ‘‘ Tithing is terrible, 
Gathering is a fearful hardship,” and as for polygamy, why, ‘‘I can’t get 
away with that,” and we are coolly told that in the practice of this principle 
some have been guilty of folly ; rumors which are absurd float among the 
gossips of the Branches, and become to some the flimsy pretext for apostacy— 
they enter into league with the Hittites,” the Jebusites, or other “‘ ites,” 
and because some one is said to have been a fool 7,000 miles away, they must 
needs become fools at home. But supposing this was all true in its blackest 
colors, what then? Do these persons ignore marriage altugether because some 
neighbor or townsman slays his wife, or because of the daily revelations of 
married life as exhibited in the courts of divorce? Do men cease from eating 
because some man is a glutton? or do men cease to wish for possessions, 
because another man is a thief ? 

Experience proves that the more lofty a principle in its nature, the more it 
injures when perverted or misused. Religion has been the stalking-horse for 
many crimes—it has been used for the accomplishment of selfish purposes, and 
through the manipulation of its sacred instincts men have climbed to power ; 
war and desolation have. been evoked by the designing through its near 
almighty influences ; yet who but a fool considers religion a myth? who but 
an ignoraut man declaims against its use? who denies its inspiration and its 
power,—save the cold, callous sceptic, who sees in its sentiment ne beauty, 
and comprehends neither its normal functions, nor its ennobling spirit? Even 
when we leave religion in the concrete, and look at its individual principles, 
they may be individually abused ; when Simon wished to make merchandize 
of the Holy Ghost, it was no argument against its legitimate inspiration and 
abiding force ; when the Corinthians were drunken at the table of the Lord, it 
was no argument against the orderly celebration of the Last Supper; when 
men usurp the Priesthood, or having it, abuse its genial rule, it is no argu- 
ment against the authority of the Almighty ; so where plural marriage exists, 
its abuse is no argument against its ennobling revelation ; like every other 
principle of the Gospel, it is an eternal one, it belongs to the eternities of the 
past, and will exist in all the eternities of the future; it has existed nearly 
from the beginning among mankind, and it will endure when every one of 
earth’s present inhabitants sleep the sleep of death ; the practice of it is, and 
has been, commanded by the Almighty ; ancient men of God obeyed its reve- 
lation, and in our day it was re-revealed through Joseph, and he lived and 
died in its observance; President Young stamped its truth by both precept 
and practice, and the Latter-day Saints accept it as part of their faith, nor will 
they ever deny its truth or abandon its practice. Yet the Elders of Israel are 
not in the nations to preach or advise it, that belongs to Zion, the conditions 
there are in its favor, and its privileges are unknown elsewhere ; nevertheless 
they are on hand at all proper times and in all proper places to defend it when 
assailed, to demonstrate its harmony with Scripture, its harmony with reason 
and science, and its blessings by experience ; and when men assert that because 
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of a solitary sermon on polygamy they are no more for the Latter-day 
Saints,” the Elders are naturally incredulous, they cannot think that a princi- 
ple which has been proclaimed and canvassed for over twenty-five years, and 
which is now as invulnerable as in the beginning, is the real cause; they con- 
clude readily such men speak not the truth,—that polygamy no more explains 
this practical apostacy, than the war in Turkey or the small-pox in Liverpool 
can explain their evident lack of honesty and commonsense. Every wise Elder 
in Israel knows that when men are possessed of and by this spirit of apostacy, 
they ‘‘ catch at straws,” subterfuge is their only defence, and their position 
can only be sustained (?) by sophistry and equivocation. 

Now where there are such, what shall be the policy towards them? Just 
according to their character, if they are weak and ignorant, strengthen, teach, 
and bear with them ; if they are the prey of evil influences and surroundings, 
seek to save them, become to them as men of God, wise as serpents and 
harmless as doves ;” watch over them continually as over children, in the fear 
of the Lord ; in all things let patience and charity prove your sincerity and 
friendship ; and if the spirit of humility and repentance can be awakened, 
forgive, even to seventy times seven; but where men and women are really 
corrupt, (and their number is but very few) after a fair trial and repeated 
warning, they can only be dealt with according to the discipline of the Church ; 
yet then it is better to err on the side of mercy, than to be too rash io the ad- 
ministration of simple justice. 

It will be found in experience, that those who finally depart from the faith 
are not among the best of the Saints ; they are not of those who live in the 
light ef the spirit, they are not of 3 who hold communion with the hea- 
vens, who enjoy and receive testimony upon testimony ; they are not of those 
who are diligent at meeting, who are honest in their Tithes ; not those full 
of integrity to their fellows and love for the truth: not those who desire 
to know the will of God and do it; but as a rule they are those of unsteady 
mind, of secret evil habits, of ‘general neglect of duty, men who seek 
occasion for offense; as Paul said so say we, Mark those now who cause 
divisions, and offences contrary to the doctrines which ye have learned ;” and 
if they will not repent ‘‘ avoid them; Rom. xvi, 17. Nevertheless, let 
patience have her perfect work, that ye may be perfect and entire, wanting 
nothing ;” it is Godlike to pity those who thus reject the truth, to feel and 
express sorrow on their account, and to seek to save them from the error of 
their ways, but the Lord decreed that his spirit should not always strive with 
man,” and they will likely fulfil the picture drawn in ancient times, ‘‘ as they 
did not like to retain God in their knowledge, God gave them over to a 
reprobate mind, to do those things which are not convenient, being filled with 
all unvighteauenees, fornication, wickedness, covetousness, maliciousness; full 
of envy, murder, debate, deceit, malignity, whisperers, backbiters, haters of 
God, despiteful, proud, boasters, inventors of evil things, disobedient to 
parents, without understanding, covenant breakers, without natural affection, 
implacable, unmerciful; who knowing the judgements of God, that they 
which do such things are worthy of death, not only do the same, but have 
pleasure in them that do them. Rom. i, 28, 32. 

The Saints—those who seek te do right, while they may be full of know- 
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ledge and testimony, will avoid contention ;” and in their case when cir- 
cumstances or doctrine comes within the range of their experience, which they 
can neither understand nor approve, will be content to wait the discipline of 
the Church and the inspiration of the Holy Ghost; they would not reject or 
deny the existence of the sun because of a passing clond, neither will they 
reject a known or probable truth because of the inconsistencies of professors 
or believers, God will cause the wrath of man to praise him and the remain- 
der of wrath will he restrain.” H. W. N.

Switzerland, Nov. 6th, 1877. 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt. 

Dear Brother,—After having made 
a trip through Wirttemburg, I send 
vou the results of my visit. I had 
written brother Miiller to meet me at 
Nagold which he did. From thence 
we went to Oberjettingen, where a 
family resides by the name of Keller. 
Brother Müller told me en route, that 
the Priest and the Mayor had threat- 
ened to transport any ‘‘ Mormon” Elder 
out of town, that would again put in 
his appearance, as they would not 
tolerate them. I said to brother 


Muller that I would give them a chance, 
as I thought the time had come, when 
it would have to be tested, and I 
might as well be the individual as any 


~ 


body else, consequently when we ar- 
rived, I got brother Keller to send 
around, informing the neighbor’s, that 
we would hold a meeting in the house 
of brother Keller’s that evening. The 
— 5 assembled and I took the text of 

att. xxiv, 14, showing them that that 
which the Lord predicted had come to 
pass, that the Gospel wasto be preached 
in all the world before the end comes, 
bearing testimony then anto the resto- 
ration of the Gospel again from Hea- 
ven, that the way might be prepared 
for the second advent of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ. Nobody put in 
any appearance to molest us, so we 
went next day to Kuppingen, in- 
structed the young Saints, and showed 
them the necessity of a living Priest- 
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hood; from there we traveled a dis- 
tance of eighteen miles on foot, 2 
at several places en route, teaching an 
bearing our testimony, finally arriving 
at a place called Teufringle. We were 
received at the house of a blacksmith, 
who was somewhat acquainted witb our 
traveling Elder, F. Bessler; we asked 
fer the privilege of holding a meeting 
at his house, which he readily granted, 
sending his son around to notify the 
people. We had about 45 persons 
came, who listened with marked at- 
tention to our discourse, saying after 
meeting thet they could not help but 
admit that our doctrines were strictly 
scriptural. Much prejudice was al 
layed at that place. + there we 
went back to Kuppingen, where we 
were informed that the Priest had 
read a long piece in the charch, against 
„% Mormonism,” telling the people 
that whosoever would join the Mor- 
mons’ would be punished, as would 
the Eiders also if they came there 
again, whereupon I sent word to 
brother Keller to make arrangements 
for another meeting, as I felt willing 
to try theexperiment. He did so, and 
we had another meeting, at which 
several said that they would shortly 
join. our faith, for they could see 
plainly that it was the truth. We 
remained until 11 o’clock next day, 
giving the priest and mayor a chance 
to carry out their design, which how- 
ever they did not do. From there we 
traveled about twelve miles on foot, 
arriving at the town of Thumlingen, 
the birthplace of brother Müller. 
We were welcomed to the house of 
one of his relatives. We told them 
that we had come to hold a meeting, if 
we could get a house to hold it in. 
We alse said that we would try if the 
— would grant us the school- house, 
t were afraid that he would deny us 
the privilege: whereupon they said, 
if he did, their house should be epen 
for os. We thanked them for their 
kind offer, then went and saw: the 
priest and were refased, but told him 
that we were determined if we could 
not get the school-hoase, to in 
private, when he said that “he could 
_ not hinder us in doing that ;” so we 
went to the town crier, but he declared 
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cry : we were not however to be outdone, 
we hired two small girls for a trifle, 
who went from house to house inviting 
the people to hear two American’ Mis- 
sionaries preach upon the first princi- 
ples of ‘‘ Mormonism ;” in the mean- 
time we went te the next town, about 
a mile distant, and made arrangements. 
for meeting there, the following night; 
on returning, we found about 75 per- 
sons assembled ; we opened our meet- 
ing with singing, etc., in which they 
joined, after which we divided the time 
between us, occupying about 14 hours, 
had the best of attention, and left a 
good impression. From there we went 
to hold meeting, according to appoint- 
ment. The family who opened their 
house for us, belong to a society called 
the German Temple,” they believe 
that a people will gather to Jerusalem, 
and rebuild the Temple, in order to 
receive certain blessings. Their lead- 
ers of course are Priests, a vast amount 
of money has been expended, and now 
they are divided amongst themselves, 
the principal leader begins to shuw 
himself by annulling the divinity of 
Jesus Christ, prior to his birth, as 
also several other points of doctrine, 
which are in opposition to the Sori 
tures.

The machinery was 
imported from Birmingham through E. C. M. I.

SanpwicH Istanps.—By letter from Elder Henry P. Richards, now on the 
Sandwich Islands, to brother R. G. Lambert, of this city, we learn that a 
Conference was held at Laie, on the 6th of October, at which the Elders 
received appointments to their fields of labor, as follows: Elders Woodbury 
and Apua to travel and labor upon the Islands of Oahu and Kauai; Elders 
Gates and Kinimakalehua upon the Island of Hawaii; Elders Richards and 
Kalawaia upon the Islands ef Maui, Molokai and Lanai. Elders Molen and 
Keeler will assist President Pack on the plantation. Elder Richards succeeded 
in obtaining from the Minister of the Interior, a license, as a religious minister, 
to solemnize marriages. He also received a promise that other Elders would 
obtain similar documents. This is the first instance of an Elder of the Chursh 
obtaining this authority on the Sandwich Islands. On the 3lst of October, 
Elder Richards bad a very pleasant interview, at Honolulu, with their 
Majesties Kalakana and Kapiolani, by whom he was received and treated with 
marked courtesy, at Iolani Palace. He presented a copy of the Book of 
Mormon to the Queen which she graciously received. 


First ANNUaL Megtinc.—The annual meeting of the several committees of 
ladies on storing grain, at the Council House, was well attended, the hall being 
filled. Besides the ladies, President John Taylor and Bishop Edward Hunter 
were present, and addressed the assemblage, speaking commendably of the 
objects of the organization and of the labors of those composing it. The report, 
which was read, showed that 10,465 bushels of wheat had been stored, which 
was stated to be in good condition. Of the above quantity 2914 bushels were 
gleaned by the sisters; 50 bushels were purchased, with the proceeds ef 

‘Sunday eggs,” by the ladies of Deweyville. Besides the wheat stored there 
is 7,358 pounds of flour on hand for the same purpose. The cash on hand, fer 
the purchase of breadstuffs, amounts to $329 10. There is also a large quantity 
of merchandise, such as carpets, quilts, socks, etc., made by the sisters, the 

oceeds from the sale of which are to be applied in purchasing wheat.

From the Ogden Junction :— 


Uran Norruern.—The track of the Utah Nerthern Railroad extension is 
eompleted a distance of ten miles beyond Franklin. Two hundred teams and 
three hundred men are at work on the line, and it is intened to complete the 
track to a point where the most difficult of the work commences, before progress 
ia stopped by bad weather. 


Important Discovery.—Mr. J. W. Browning, jun., discovered a valuable 
bedy of coal on the 20th of August last, some thirty-six miles east of — 
near Lost Creek, six miles from Croydon, the vein being five feet thick; 
on the 26th of October his father made a greater and still more important dis- 
oovery of che same character in the same place, the latter being a vein twenty 
feet thick, the two shelving into the mountain, and, though close together, are 
distinct strata, cropping ont for half a mile and being inexhaustible. The 
parties have worked a goed wagon road to the mines and built a substantial 
abin on the ground, work having been going on for six weeks, The deposits 
are on unsurveyed Government land, but are preperly located and secured.
